Second accused, in evidence, ad- 
mitted that he went to the house to 
steal chickens. He stood outside. 
When he did go in, he saw deceased 
on the ground. He thought she was 
sleeping as she was motionless. First 
accused was in the rear cubicle. He 
took three chickens and went out- 
side again and kept watch. He had 
been on watch before he went in. 
After coming out, first accused follow- 
ed. He then heard first accused shout 
“Save Life” two or three times. That 
was outside. They retumed to their 
village and killed and ate the chickens, 
He was given 30 cents by first ac- 
cused. 

SOLE OBJECT 

The sold object of the journey was 
to steal chickens for a mfdnight meal. 
He did not anticipate any violence. 
He was lame and had nothing to do 
with the strangulation of the woman. 
He did not lay his hands on her. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Williams, 
witness said he had a sickle with him. 
He had used it to lay fox traps and 
had taken it back to the village after 
he met first accused. He took it with 
him as it was small but not for any 
other purpose. 

He did not see first accused tie up 
the door. He anticipated an-.alarm 
being raised. He helped to push in 
the door. It was at Ieast five min- 
utes after accused entered the hut that 
he did so. 

COUNSELS’ ARGUMENT 

Mr. Williams, addressing the jury, 
said The crown could not show which 
one or both of accused had done the 
act. But if a number of persons set 
out with a common design and in fur- 
therance of that design, one of the 
party killed another, it was murder 
for all. Even watching, so that the 

*~ presence” lent’ strength; -warranted -- 2 
charge of murder against the persons 
watching. 

Accused went with a common de- 
sign and were frustrated by the shouts 
of the old lady. More force than was 
expected was used. 

Mr. Hosang said it was admitted 
that accused went to steal but only to 
steal. There were two suggestions as 
to how deceased met her death. 

First accused had stated that he 
found the room in a state of disorder 
when he arrived. Was it not possible 
that someone had arrived there before 
the accused, had attacked the woman 
and ransacked the place? The wo- 
man, in a dazed condition, had in- 
stinctively bolted the door, and when 
accused came, they caused her to fall 
on the straw and smother herself. 

_ There was no direct evidence that 
the strangulation was done by either 
or both of accused. Shouts of “Save 
Life’ were made by first accused, 
whose story was consistent through- 
out. 

The other suggestion was that an. 
intruder had been there before, 
grappled with a deceased, left the 
marks on the neck as stated by the 
doctor and had ran away.

OUR INDIAN 
PROBLEM 


It is easy to see that Moslems could 
not agree that the _ provisions of the. 
Indian Constitution should be decid- 
ed by-a majority vote. That would 
enable the Hindu community to over- 
rule them on any disputed point. 
The Congress Working Committee has 
suggested that matters relating to the 
minority should be referred to arbitra- 


tion if an agreement between the re-- 


presentatives of the minority and 
those of the majority could not be 
obtained. Evidently there is room for 
dispute about the questions that 
would be covered by the phrase 
“minority rights” and about the com- 
position of the court of arbitration. 
But it has long been clear that fhe 
Congress leaders are ready to go to 
almost any lengths to secure Moslem 
agreement, and it seems certain that 
Moslem representatives might enter 
the Constituent Assembly without 
binding themselves beforehand to ac- 
cept its results. Mr. Gandhi has faith 
in the educative value of discussions 
within such an Assembly, and his 
faith may not be ill-founded. For the 
Moslems, no less than the Hindus, 
are impatient of the continuance of 
British control. They acquiesce in it 
only because of their jealously of the 
Hindus, jealousy which {s in the main 
the unreasoning offspring of past 
wrongs done and suffered. The better 
mind of the community would almost 
certainly choose for the sake of Indian 
nationalism to run the risk of self- 
government without any safeguards. 
But the community is ill-educated, 
and therefore faction-ridden, and its 
better mind gets little chance of show- 
ing itself as each Moslem leader is in 
danger of being outbid by the head 
of a rival faction if he does not cham- 
pion the extremist demands on behalf 
of the community. — “Manchester 
Guardian.”

MIRROR TELLS THE. 
| STORY | | 


On September 17, 1932, Donald Ross _ 


_was found dead in his home at Mai- 
sons-Laffitte, near Paris. He was bound 
hand and foot and was gagged. The 
wire from his_ wireless set had been 
torn away in order to tle the unfor- 
tunate man, who had died from suffo- 
cation. 

His high standing in the communi- 
ty added the sensationalism of 
crime. He was the representative on 
the continent of a Glasgow firm of 


manufacturers. Also he was a mem-_ 


ber of the British Intelligence Service. 
The house had been ransacked, which 
made it a common burglary instead 
of a high political crime. Yet the af- 
fair was clouded with mystery which 
the detectives of the Surate made up 
their mind to solve at any cost. _ 
Mr. Ross had been seen in the walit- 
ing room of the Gare St. Lazare’ in 
Paris on the evening of Sept. 16. While 
there he got into conversation with 
three coarse-looking men who board- 
ed the train with him. Witnesses were 
found who had seen the four of them 
alight from the train at Maisons-Laf- 
fitte station. Evidently the party had 
been drinking. At all events the 
three men accompanied Mr. Ross to 
the door of his home, and it was 
learned later that he had Invited 
them in to partake of his hospitality.

They did that — and more, too. 
They repaid his kindness by tying 
him up and robbing the house of 
practically everything that could be 
carried away. Fortunately several 


persons had seen them = and it was 


possible to obtain a description of the 


lawless trio. The French Chief of 
Police and M. Frean. made a careful 
search of the archives at headquarters 
and finally decided that the three 
men were professional burglars well 
known to the police. 

But three years had passed and 
then they were located — of all places 
in the world — in the prison at St. 
__ Julien -en-Genevoise. Their names 
were Rene Anchisi, an Italian; Pierre 
Guilleminot and Serge Sauvagcot, 
both Swiss. 

It was ascertained that the three of 
them always travelled together and 
that the last job which sent them to 
jail was one in which they worked in 
unison. Various other details which 
were dug up. convinced the police 
that they had secured the right men, 
but M. Frean was not entirely satis-

court. 

One morning, bright and early, he 
called at the prison and announced 
his intention of cross-examining the 
Three Musketeers of Crime. He told 
the warden he would see them in the 
waiting room of the prison and that 
no outsiders should be permitted to 
participate in the interview. The 
warden instantly placed the ‘room at 
the disposal of the detective. He 
needed a witness, of course, und 
naturally it was the warden. One odd 
request was that a mirror he placed 
on the far side of the room. Three 
chairs were placed in a row opposite 
the mirror.

Anchisis was brought in first, and 
he denied everything; Guilleminot 
came next and he told a rambling 
story that did not help much. Finally 
Sauvageot appeared. He was a bit 
dazed and looked at his companions 
curiously, What had they told the 
the police?: What should he say? 
And might not his testimony spoil 
everything? To the surprise of the 
thieves M. Frean did not start to 
question the last man as he had the 
other two. Instead he said: 

“Pardon me a moment until I look 
at my netes.” 


He turned his back to:them and 
pretended to be reading from a little 
book. But in reality he was peering 
into the -mirror---and-watching their 
every movement. Presently Anchisi 
wrote something on a slip of paper 
and handed it to Saugageot. Instant- 
ly the detective, swung around and 
grabbed the note which read: 


“Don’t forget that you were NOT in 
Paris on Sept. 16, 1932.” 

Just a few words but it sent the 
three murderous burglars to Devil's 
Island for 20 years. 

Anchisi considered himself . the 
brains of the gang, but he had been 
the means of giving them what was 
practically a life sentence.
